A pilgrimage to the cradle of 
Texas liberty, old Washington and 
Independence, was made Saturday 
by members of the A. and M. Col- 
leg Extension Service 
Staff and 
thir families and friends. 
Unique­ 
ly celebrating the Fourth of July, 
the party of about 50 stopped at 
W ashington see the replica of the 
first capital of Texas, and then at 
Independence to view the historic 
ruins of that 
early educational 
center. 
The old days of the Texas revo­ 
lution were made to live over 
agai# by Mrs. J. Wallace Brosig 
of Navasota, form er chairman of 
the Washington Park Commission; 
Dr. S. E. Asbury of the Texas Ex­ 
perim ent Station, and Mrs. Lillie 
Penney, an old Independence resi­ 
dent. 
Settled in 1824 by P. T. Cole, 
the first school established in 1838, 
the charter 
for 
Baylor College 
granted by the Republic of Texas 
in 1845, Independence, according 
to Mrs. Brosig, gave Texas its first 


great educational and religious im­ 
pulse. 
Down the hill, in the old 
Baptist Church built in 1845, she 
pointed out the seat where General 
Sam Houston was wont to sit fol­ 
lowing his conversion. Outside the 
churdh the children rang again 
the old silver lined bell given by 
Mrs. Lee, the mother-in-law of 
Houston. 
Being particularly interested in 
enshrining Washington as a State 
Park, Mrs. Brosig told the story 
of how Texas 
political 
freedom 
had its birth in the old blacksmith 
shop where George C. Childress 
penned on March 2nd, 1836, the 
famous Texas Declaration of In­ 
dependence. 
Washington, which, 
incidentally, was named for a town 
in Georgia, became and remained, 
except for one short interval, the 
capital of the young Republic until 
moved to Austin in 1845. 
Details of the “ runaway scrape’’ 
in which a large part of the Texas 
population started for East Texas 
and the United States following 
the news of the fall of the Alamo 
in March, 1936, were supplied by 


Dr. Asbury, who stressed the im­ 
portance of securing stories of rev­ 
olutionary days from old timers 
before it is too late. 
Mrs. Penney moved to Indepen­ 
dence in 1881, and entered the 
Baylor Female College in the fol­ 
lowing year. 
At that time there 
were about 90 girls in attendance. 
The combined enrollment of the 
girls’ college and Baylor College 
on a neighboring hill is estimated 
to have been nearly 2,000 at one 
time. 
These 
colleges, 
however, 
were moved to Belton and Waco, 
respectively, in 1885. 
Returning home, the party visit­ 
ed the old Seward home on the 
outskirts of Independence. 
This 
old mansion was built in 1860 by 
the father of O. A. Seward, the 
present owner, and its sturdy con­ 
struction and 
graceful architec­ 
ture are eloquent reminders of 
the former greatness 
of this re­ 
gion. 
The four foot solid stone 
foundations, the cedar floor* and 
beams, and the spacious porches 
excite admiration and kindle the 
imagination- 
Mr. and Mrs. Se­ 


ward, in their gracious reception 
of guests, seemed to be keeping 
alive the old tradition of genuine 
Southern hospitality. 
Washington and 
Independence, 
according to the expressed opinion 
of many, should be connected by 
a good highway and m aintained as 
historical parks by the State, in 
commemoration of the political lib­ 
erty and educational and religious 
stimulation that were born there.

Cedar Creek and provided an am­ 
ple supply of w ater for the irri­ 
gation of his cotton to get it up 
out of the ground when no rain 
fell.

that record and is of the opinion 
that his acre of corn in the club 
projpect will make 
at 
least IOO 
bushels. 
Therefore, his advice to 
the club members, as expressed in 
this address, is to make their own 
records 
better 
each 
successive 
day. 
He also deals with the su 
periority of farm life over that of 
the salaried man in the city). 
“Mr. Beason and Fellow Club 
Members: 
We belong to an organ 
izatios of more than 600,OOO farm 
boys and girls; so I am going to 
ask you to do something and if 
you do, what I am going to ask 
you to do. 
Then I won’t see any 
reason why the Blue Ribbon Club 
or the Wide-Awake 
Club 
should 
not win state 
championship 
this 
year. 
I will ask 
you 
boys 
and 
girls, to say 
to 
yourself 
each 
morning before 
you 
leave your 
bedside these words: ‘This day I 
will beat my own record; I will 
put the very best that I have in 
the day’s work’. 
Now if you fel­ 
low club members live up to that, 
then as I said before, I won’t see 
any reason in the world, why the 
Blue Ribbon Club or 
the 
Wide 
Awake Club shouldn’t 
win 
state 
championship for this year. But— 
just a minute, did I say ‘Beat Ev­ 
erybody 
Else?’ 
Oh, no. 
That 
might make you envy your best 
friends. 
But to beat your own 
record is some job. 
But, you can 
do it ail the same. 
I have done it, 
so why can’t you? 


“Just a few more words while I 
have the floor. 
Wre hear a great 
deal about standards of living on 
the farm and standards of living 
in the city. 
Let me tell you boys 
and girls something. 
There is not 
a farm er in America 
today 
who 
uses intelligence, integrity, and a 
little bit of thrift, who is not bet­ 
ter off on his farm , however hum­ 
ble it may be, than any employe 
in any city. 
“ You needn’t talk to me about 
the farm er not being able to make 
a living on the farm. 
What does 
the city man, the man who works 
in this factory or in that foundry, 
or in that store or bank, get out of 
of his employment? 
Very few of 
them get more thon this: A home 
in which to live— and 
that 
will 
cost them in any city today a rent 
of practically 30 per cent of a sal­ 
ary of $2,400 a year— food, cloth­ 
ing, a little perhaps 
for 
{foetor 
bills and other 
expenses, 
and a 
mighty little left 
for 
any other 
purpose. These men who are work­ 
ing in these banks or stores or fac­ 
tories will tell you and me, that 
this is true. 
It takes all he makes 
to buy what Mr. Farm er gets for 
almost nothing. 
‘Boys and girls, the farm er gets 
a roof over his head— don't forget 
that, and generally a 
better one 
than the man in the city buys 
with his money; he can grow in his 
garden almost every bit of food 
that he requires. 
He can grow on 
his farm all the meats that he 
needs. 
He can grow all the feed 
stuff that his livestock requires; 
and when he is through and before 
he offers anything for sale, from 
which he gets his cash, he has got­ 
ten out of life during the year— 
and working no harder than the 
fellow in the city. 
All that the 
fellow in the city gets by spend 
ing everything he earns with his 
labor. 
Then Mr. 
Farm er 
starts 
selling his surplus products, and 
nine out of ten times, if he has 
used intelligence on 
his 
farm he 
will have a larger cash balance a t 
the end of the year than the man 
who works for the average wages

John Konecny has on exhibition 
at the harbor shop in tho roar of 
the building occupied by Grogin- 
sky’s store, o most interesting ex­ 
hibit, all of which came from hi* 
farm, on Turkey Creek, on 
the 
Fin-Feather Road, south of Bryan 
obout three miles. 
Perhaps 
the 
most valuable of the entire collec­ 
tion, and one of tho moat inter­ 
esting, is the lignite, there being 
some dozen or so pieces which he 
chipped off from * 
strata 
and 
brought into Bryan, a piece or two 
being on exhibition at the Eagle 
office. 
This lignite , said 
Mr. Konecny 
to an Eagle reported, came from 
stratas of the 
materials 
that is 
found in the 
banks 
of Turkey 
Creek and the ravines which run 
into the creek. On his farm is one 
of these Lateral ravines and i ba­ 
ta ra the lignite strata. 
Just how 
much lignite is there, he has not 
yet any idea, having made no in­ 
vestigation, but he assumes that 
the strata is quite thick and sur­ 
face indications point to an ample 
supply. 
He says that one could 
go there with a team and wagon, 
and by use of just a pick, could 
fill a wagon in a few miuntes. Mr. 
Konecny has not had the lignite 
tested for combustible efficiency 
as the A. and M. College is not in 
session and it would cost a great 
deal to have the 
analysis made. 
However, when school opens this 
fall and his son, Johnny Konecny, 
returns to school, 
Mr. 
Konecny 
plans to have some of tho samples 
taken to the college and let some 
of the classes that do laboratory 
work, take this aa a lesson. In this 
way the cost will amount to little 
if anything. 
Included in the exhibit is a jar 
of earth which Mr. Konecny de­ 
clares came from a narrow strata 
only a few inches wide, that, al­ 
most unbelievable, runs vertically 
—almost straight up 
and down. 


This earth seems to 
contain sul­ 
phur and alum, 
both, the latter 
being proven by testing the soil. 
The sulphur is plain to be seen. 
Not long ago a man stopped in 
at the barber shop and became in­ 
terested in the jar of earth and 
ta id that he was an oil well driller 
from Mexia and that the jar 
of 
earth was nothing m ort than pe­ 
troleum sand. 
He said that his 
explanation of the peculiar verti­ 
cal strata of earth and the petro­ 
leum sand it it is that at some 
period in history, a gasser blew 
out the hole now occupied by the 
sand, filling up the holes with the 
sand itself, which accounts /o r it 
being there so close to the surface 
of the ground. Another indication 
that this may be getting close to 
the proper solution is the fact that 
a rock that bears all the earmarks 
of volcanic origin, was picked ap 
in the bed of the ravine. This rock 
would not have been washed more 
than a few hundred yards aa the 
ravine is not more than that in 
length; therefore could not have 
been brought 
from 
a 
volcanic 
source at any great distance from 
where found. 
Two other small rocks picked up 
in the channel of the creek flint 
eye seem to have a yellowish, a1 
in the sunlight and to the naked 
most golden sparkle. 
The glint 
seems to be in 
tiny 
specks or 
streaks of the rock. 
Taken as a whole this is a most 
interesting exhibit and one that is 
worth any one’s 
while 
to 
see. 
While it may be (bat there is of 
no value to the finds, at the same 
time, it’ is possible that the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce or some individ­ 
ual with capital become interested, 
and develop in this county s large 
lignite field to add 
to 
our re­ 
sources and our industries. There 
is no telling what may happen— 
in Brazos county 
or 
in 
Bryan 
where we have a Republican mayor 
in a Democratic city. 
*i* *|‘|*

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DUSTIHG C0TT0H PLAHTS 
ISULPHUR IS BEST MEASURE TOI 
CORT ROL THE C0TT0H HOPPER 


(Special to the Eagle). 
COLLEGE STATION, July 5.— 
Newspaper clippings and inquir­ 
ies coming into Hie Extension Ser­ 
vice, A. and M. College of Texas, 
indicate the presence of the cot­ 
ton hopper or cotton flea over the 
state. 
While it is by no means 
certain that there will be a dan­ 
gerous infestation, yet it is well 
to be prepared to fight this pest, 
advises R. R. Reppert, entomolo- 
gist. 
The hoppers of flees, both adults 
and nymphs, feed principally in 
the buds and growing tips of the 
branches of cotton. 
The injury is 
done to the squares when they are 
very small. 
The hopper is a very 
small insect, usually greenish 
in 
color, but easily 
seen 
with the 
naked eye. 
When present in large 
numbers in a 
cotton 
field, 
the 
adults will 
readily 
appear 
like 
email white gnats darting among 
the plants 
when 
they are dis­ 
turbed. 
Before developing wings 
the happen are small green bugs, 
reminding one somewhat of plant 
lice. 
They remain on the plant 
and may often be discovered with 
their 
beaks 
inserted 
in 
small 
square* from which they extract 
the sap. 
Th* insert is in many respects a 
different one to deal with.

gging in J 923, the Bureau of En­ 
tomology, U. S. D. A., began ex­

Dusting the cotton plants with 
sulphur is the best control measure 
found so far. 
There 
are 
two 
grades of sulphur that have been 
tried with good results, namely, su 
Perrine sulphur and flowers of 
sulphur. 
At present, 
superfine 
sulphur seems to be equally ef­ 
fective, if not more so, than the 
flowers of sulphur, 
and 
due to 
lower cost the superfine is recom­ 
mended for hopper control. 
The 
ordinary type of dusting machin­ 
ery used for the distribution 
of 
calcium arsenate for weevil con­ 
trol can be utilized for distribut­ 
ing sulphur. 
Three or four appli­ 
cations 
of 
superfine 
sulphur 
should be made at about five day 
intervals, or continued until th* 
damage 
is 
no 
longer 
noticed. 
From eight to ten pounds of sul­ 
phur should be applied per care 
at 
each 
application. 
Sulphur 
should be applied when the air is 
calm and dew is present on the 
plants, as in early morning or late 
in the afternoon, in order to se­ 
cure the beqt results.

KITCHEN 
MRS. GRANT MCDONALD 


Our kitchen is 8 by 12 feet, not 
large enough to put many closets 
in, so we utilized the bathroom 
and dining room for that purpose. 
My husband did the work, so we 
have no bill for labor. 
He built a 
china- closet with glass doors in the 
dining room, which opens into Hie 
kitchen for convenience in getting 
dishes. He made a wheel-tray wag­ 
on out of the baby carriage, which 
stands directly under these doors. 
I can put dishes on the tray, roll 
to the stove, fill the dishes, roll 
to the dining room all in one trip. 
Our kitchen was unceiled, walls of 
rough boards. 
We 
covered 
the 
ceiling wtih heavy card board from 
boxes( and covered the walls with 
with oil cloth, using wooden strips 
for panels. 
These are painted a 
cream white to match woodwork 
and cabinet. 
My husband built two closets in 
the bathroom, one under the chim­ 
ney, which opens into the kitchen. 
One is for pots and irons, brooms 
and brushes; the other for cooking 
utensils. We used two old doors. 
Stove pipe was 
replaced by a 
brick chimney, and the stove mov­ 
ed to a more convenient place. 
We already had a 25,000 gal­ 
lon water tank. 
A friend donat­ 
ed the necessary pipe to connect 
with the kitchen. 
One of my greatest joys is the 
woodbox. 
It is built under the 
window (which was raised, giving 
more light) and is about 36 by 
34 inches 
inside, 
with the 
lid 
making 
a 
comfortable 
window 
seat. 
The garbage can is kept in 
the right hand 
corner, just two 
feet from my work table. 
It is 
about 36 by 24 inches outside 
the window, and has a drop door 
to fill from the outside. 
Our kitchen cabinet was a- dark 
brown, 
so it was 
repainted to 
match the woodwork. 
In it are 
the flour and meal bins, silver 
drawer and towel drawer. 
Next 
to this on the left side is a tow­ 
el rack! on the right side bn the 
wall a kitchen reminder, or gro-

W. E. Graham 
Says the Flea Is 
Causing Damage 


W. E. Graham, one of the lead­ 
ing farmers of the Shirook-Well- 
born community, was in Bryan on 
Tuesday and stated that the cotton 
flea was doing much damage to 
cotton in his fields and over the 
entire section in which 
he lives. 
He said he had 260 acres in cot­ 
ton, but his yield will be consid­ 
erable cut down by the activity 
of the cotton flea. 
He has also 
about 40 acres of corn but it is 
burning up, due to the fact that 
it has had practically no rain in 
the past seven weeks. 
He expects 
it to make about 15 bushels to the 
acres which will not supply suf­ 
ficient feed for his stock as he 
is running about IO Jersey dairy 
cattle and about 20 hea-d of horses 
and mules. 
He has one acre of 
peanuts for hogs and about an 
acre of sorghum. 
He is center­ 
ing his efforts on building up a 
good Jersey dairy herd and sells 


cream to the College 
creamery 
His garden was as good as any in 
the country until the rain stopped 
falling, but the soil is of the black 
variety and was 
fertilized with 
barnyard fertilizer and baked so 
that now the family has to depend 
largely on the neighbors for prod­ 
ucts. 
The tomatoes developed 
blight in that the lower end has 
on them a big black spot. 
Mr. 
Graham has 120 acres of his large 
farm in pasture on which runs the 
stock. 
He is no longer interested 
in beef cattle.

Aged Darkey of 
Bryan A Soldier 
Of Confederacy 


Frank S. Sims, negro, aged 84, 
who lives in North Bryan, is a 
soldier of the Confederacy, Co. 
A, Texas Cavalry, assigned to the 
Lith Regiment, in command of Je­ 
rome Black, Captain. He was born 
on October 14, 1843, in Sumpter 
county, Alabam, and belonged, as 
a slave, to old Jesse Sims, a cous­ 
in of Col. Milton Sim*, late of this 
county. 
He came to Texas with 
his roaster in 1852, 
settling in 
I .eon county, where 
the master 
died in 1860, leaving the follow­ 
ing sons: William, Jim, Jesse, Le­ 
roy, Sydney and Axom. The darky 
has a brass ring that Axom gave 
h.m many years ago, 
Axom had 
bought a bridle that had many 
brass rings on it, and Sims, the 
negro, had asked ban for a ring 
when the bridle wore out, and 
he got it. 
The negro was living in Leon 
county when the war broke out. 
He worked around home until call­ 
ed into service in 1862. 
He went 
first to Galveston and built forts 
atfti breastworks and was then call 
ed back home and Master Sydney 
took him back to the army with 
him. There he waited on his mas­ 
ter, doing the washing and other 
things about camp and worked for 
others of the soldiers filling the 
place of a present Red Cross work­ 
er, tending the wounded and bury, 
ing the dead. 
The negro was in the battle of 
Millican Bend, immediately $ol 
lowing the battle 
of Mansefieid, 
Louisiana, near that place. He was 
not wounded during the war and 
following the conflict he return­ 
ed to the scenes of his early days 
and resumed 
life, 
following his 
f reedom from slavery. 
Sims wan taken into service at 
Little Rock, 
Arkansas, 
together 
with a few other negroes, and 
they served in a white company. 
Sims now draws a pension and 
bears papers from L^n A. Smith, 
head of the veterans in Texas. 
Sims came into The Eagle office 
on Wednesday and said thnf he 
had read in The Eagle about the 
old Confederate veterans meeting 
in Bryan und that he wanted to 
get in touch with some ot them 
and talk over old times. 
He met 
acme of them in The Eagle office 
on Wednesday afternoon and on 
Thursday morning went down to 
Carnegie Library to see some more 
of them.
